DAMBOOL, Island of Ceylon, Feb. 27.—The 
‘game beautiful highway continued as we 
drove on through the Matale district, 
through the tea and cacao plantations; and 
in one place, where the shade trees along the 
road and through the tea fields were 
wreathed in pepper vines, it seemed too beau- 
tiful to be real. It was altogether too like 
stage scenery, the ideal arrangement of a 
drop curtain, to have the roadside trimmed 
in this way. | 

Tea factories and the bungalows of plant-° 
ers showed among the neatly weeded fields 
of evergreen tea; a planter trotted down 
the road ahead of us on an Arad horse; and 
auother broke through the hedgerow with 
a dachshund at his heels and strode away 
across the next field to where the pruning 
gang were laying the green bushes low and 
turning the whole hillside to desolation. | 

iivery little while a string of thatched 


constituted the wayside bazaar, where nia- 
tive travelers and state coulies find tempta- 
tions to buy. Bullock carts that had been 
started on their slow march at daylight were 
everywhere coming to rest by the roadside, 
thelr Tamil companies and families lying 
prone on the short turf in the shade of 
ereat trees and chewing the betel medi- 
tatively, with the same rolling motion of 
the lower jaw as the gentle humped oxen, 
The queer old arks, the thatched prairie 
schooners, packed full within with freight 
or family possessions, were hung over the 
cutside with household belongings and trav- 
elers’ requisites—rows of blackened kerosene 
tins, and cooking pois, bunches. of dried 
herbs, bundles of fodder, and always a lump 
of lime in some palm leaves for relish to the 
betel cud, 
little Tamil children played round as if 
in Eden, lay flat on their stomachs, qnd 
kicked their heels in air, while they ate from 
the family rice pot with their fingers, and, 
with @ silver necklace, mayhap a silver beit 
and medal, for their only clothing. They 
were the happiest’ little creatures in the 
wor}d. | 
‘Finally we came to the last mile stone of 
that morning and turned in under the giant 
old tamarind trees in the compound of the 
Nalanda resthouse. Nalanda was a dream 
of peace and quiet all that noon, the grassy

splendid old trees and the cocoa palms, and 
in the silence of that roadside resthouse there 
was no sound but the call of the minas bird 
in the jungle and the drumming of the 
woodpecker. 

There was a delightful old resthouse- 
keeper, with the gentlest manners, and the 
whitest of jackets and tight petticoat of a 
coinboy, and he quickly cut the cacao pode 
across and lifted the tops to show the long 
cylindrical arrangement of seeds coated with 
a thin fruit pulp that is somewhere between 
the mangisteen and the sour sop in flavor. 
Although one has to work hard to get much 
of this delicious pulp, it rewards one. Were 
it not for the greater commercial value of 
the seeds for.chdcolate ‘manufacture, the 
cacao pod might be considered a regular 
table fruit in the tropics. | 

The gentle old graybeard was still filled 
with pride at the visit of the governor of the 
colony and the Princess Louise of Schleswig- 
Holstein, the daughter of Princess Christian, 
only last week; and especially remarked that 
all the party had praised the curry fcr which 
the Nalanda resthouse is famous, and made 
presents to him and to his wife. 

“Jt shall give you the same rurry; and I 
give you the room the’ princess lived in,”’ 
said the earnest old soul, as he slipped about, 
soft footed, on the cool concrete floors.

We could have remained joyfully at Na- 
landa’s rest house the rest of the day and 
many days sitting on the deep porch in the 
cool breeze Mstening to the woodpecker’s 
whirr-rr-rr and watching a flash of red dra- 
pery go by in the green tunnel of the road, 
but the rooms were all taken for that night, 
even to the couches being required by some 
bicyclers gone off to Sigiri that morning. 

We took the thermometers and wert down 
hill, down ffom the last foothills to the plain, 
and with each station we had found me 
jungle flowers increasing in size. Glorios‘ 


superba, the peerless flower of the tropics, 
that at’ Matale received its scarlet and gold 


frilled petals in blossoms no larger than the 
plumous hibiscus for which it is so easily 
and often mistaken, expanded to royal di- 
mensions all along the roadside. It swung 
in great clusters that it was impossible to 
pass by, and the little Tamil horse boy gath- 
eréd every accessible. one until we cried

Before one tempting spray he danced and 
hesitated until we cried: “‘Goon.’’ But the 
driver said: ‘‘ No, lady, there are some bones 
én that tree that will break off in his leg.

cultivation. all this plain of lowlands 


Stretching on to the north end of the island, 
there is scant rainfall during three months 
of the year at best, and droughts are fre- 
@uent. It is only by water storage and irri- 
gation that a population could be sustained 
at all. And when, after many wars and 
Tamil invasions, the marauders destroyed 
tanks and canals, drought, disease, and 
famine killed off and drove away the in- 
habitants, and the jungle claimed the great 
rice plain for centuries, 

Ever since British rule began attempts 
have been made to redeem this once fertile 
and populous tract, and the reconstruction 
of the great tanks has proceeded apace. 
Along with that work the ruing,of the old 
cities and religious centers have been cleared 
and uncovered, and the archzologists have 
done a great work. at Anuradhapura and in 
tts neighborhood. The district ts slowly 
gaining in population, the area of cultivation 
is gradually extending, and the archeologi- 
cal work has .resulted in bringing several 
hundred tourists to the region each year, who

COURTSHIP WHILE ON LEAVE. 


‘Thomas Studdard Today Will Wed Miss 
Kathleen Hurley. 


Four months’ leave of absence and the 
hand of Miss Kathleen Hurley, 6039 Vernon 
avenue, were Thomas Studdard’s rewards 
for heroism in rescuing wounded sailors 
after the recent explosion on the battleship. 
previously had rec@fvédone medal for brav- 
ery. 

Studdard was directing hig subordinates in 
the engine room of the vess€l when he was 
knocked to the floor by the explosion which 
resulted in the death of thirty-two men, 
Stunned from the shock, his first thought 
was that a cylinder head had blown out, and 
he rushed toward the engine. As he neared 
it several explosions followed in rapid suc-' 
cession, and he ran on deck. | 


Rescues Wounded on Missouri. 
While everything was in confusion the 
captain called for volunteers to enter the 
smoke filled turret and powder rooms and 
rescue any of the sailors who might be alive. 
Studdard was among the first to rush for- 
ward. The rescuers, almost overcome by 
the powder smoke, groped their way into the 
‘room where dead and wounded lay piled upon 
each other. At each moment there was dan- 
ger of another explosion, but the seamen 
dragged forth several of the gun crew. 

For his bravery the chief engineer immedi- 
ately was given the shore leave, and at once — 
came to Chicagoto visit his brother, Gustave 
Studdard, chief clerk for Swift & Co. Within 
a day or so he met Miss Hurley, a younger 
sister of his brother’s wife. Since their in- 
troduction a week ago the young sailor’s at- 
tention to Miss Hurely was marked. 


Will Be Married Today. 

At the breakfast table yesterday morning 
Studdard surprised his relatives by announ- 
-cing that he and Miss Hurley had decided to 
be married today and that tomorrow they 
would leave for England, spending the re- 
mainder of the groom's leave of absence 
with his mother in Brighton. The ceremony 
will be performed at 8 o’clock this morning 
at the residence of the brother of the groom 
and sister of the bride. | 

Studdard joined the navy ten years ago 
and was on the battleship Maine when that 
yessel was destroyed. At the beginning of 
the war with Spain he was assigned to the. 
Oregon, and after a cruise to Japan was 
given a post on a seagoing tug stationed at 
the Brooklyn navy yard. Off Newport, R.L, 
the craft was sunk and several seamen 
drowned. 


Medal for Preventing Explosion. 

He was the last to leave the vessel, re- 
maining until the water was up to his waist 
and letting the steam out of the boilers to 
prevent an explosion. For this he was pre- . 
sented the medal, and it is probable that he 
will be given a second for his bravery on 
the Missouri. 

Miss Hurley is the daughter of Dennis 
Hurley, a detective at the Fiftieth street 
station.

He quoted from an article in the New York 
Tribune in 1893, in which the statement was 
made that Mr. Cockran evidently had been 
deeply incensed by the charge that he had 
sold his oratory to the fusion cause, but had 
been hired for a large price by Tammany. 
Mr. Dalzell then appealed to the house to 
know whether or not, when he was accused of 
‘being in politics for profit, he was not justi- 
fied in saying he had been informed that Mr. 
Cockran practiced politics for profit. 


Quotes New Yorker’s Words. 


Mr. Dalgell made a comparison of the 
various campaign utterances of Mr. Cockran 
and said that if in 1896 he was combating 
the destruction of the Supreme court of the 
United States in 1900 he was aiming a blow 
that would hav~ resulted in such destruc- 
tion; if in 1896 he was opposing the nullifica- 
tion or abridgement, if in 1896 he was fight- 
ing with the fortunes that represented the 
fundamental conditions of civilized society, 
in 1900 he was exercising all his power to 
the contrary. 

Mr. Daizell closed amid wild republican 
applause with a most bitter denunciation 
of Mr. Cockran. He referred to that gentle- 
man’s speech before the democratic conven-, 
tion which sent him to congress, in which 
Mr. Cockran sad: *‘ We have reached a point 
where the country is regarded as an inter- 
national hoodlum,.”” Facing the democratic 
side and looking directly at Mr. Cockran, Mr. 
Dalzell declared that that utterance was of as 
much interest to them as it was to himself. 

“If there be any hoodilums amongst us,’’ 
he said, speaking with much vehemence, 
“they are not the product of American soil, 
American tnstitutions, or American civiliza- 
tion.”” He was interrupted with loud and 
prolonged republican applauge. Continuing, 
he said: 

“They are to be found rather amongst 
those adventurers who, having left their 
own country for their country’s good, find 
in the field of American politics prolitic 
edurce of notoriety and pelf, men who with- 
out conscience and without conviction find 
an opportunity now with one party, now 
with another, to find a market, for their 
peculiar wares, among which is not respecta- 
bility.’’ 

He took his seat amid another storm of 
republican applause. 


Cockran Feels Flattered. 


Mr. Cockran had sat through the entire 
speech of Mr. Dalzell unmoved, and waited 
for him to finish. Then, rising from his seat, 
he was greeted with tumultuous applause by 
the democrats. When order was restored he 
began his reply by stating that ‘‘ from the 
position of the newest and most humble 
member of the house I seem to have been 
suddenly exalted with the dignity of a po- 
litical issue.’”’ | 

He’ could, he said, scarcely realize ‘“ that 
this extraordinary display of personal rancor 
and vituperation will be accepted by the re- 
publican party as the keynote of this presi- 
dential campaign.”’ 

Personally, he said, he did not care to en- 
gage in a war of abuse with the “ gentle- 
man’ from Pennsylvania, referring to Mr. 
Dalzell’s application to himself. Mr. Dai- 
zell, he deciared, had thought it proper to 
justify a charge of infamy against a fellow 
member by searching the various channels 
‘‘through which anonymous calumniation 
circulates in a political campaign and with 
hands no cleaner than those with which it 
deals hurls it over a body of deliberative 
men.”’ 
Denies All Accusations. 

Mr. Cockran denied the charge that he had 
received $15,000 from the Palmer and Buck- 
ner campaign committee. He also denied in 
most positive manner that he ever had re- 
ceived money for supporting President 
Kinley’s election in 1896. 

He denied the charge that he ever was a 
greenbacker and said in the campaign of 
1896 he combated with all his energy what 
he believed to be a heresy regarding the 
finances advocated by Mr. Bryan. 

He had believed Mr. Bryan to be an ab- 
solutely honest man, and had predicted that 
when he saw his error on the financial ques- 
tion he would be the first to take the plank 
out of the platform. Within the last few 
days, however, he said, Mr. Bryan had dem- 
onstrated that he was attached to an idea 
and would tear down éverything rather than 
yield. 

Mr. Cockran then reviewed his welcome, 
back. to congress. saying it had been most 
cordial on the part of the members on both 
sides of the chamber and had been partici- 
pated in by Mr. Dalzell. If Mr. Dalzell be- 
lieved the charges he had brought against 
him it showed him (Mr. Dalzell) in a pitiable 
state. He was in infamy and did not know it. 
He had confessed to his own party’s corrup- 
tion. He had proved, if he had proved any- 
thing, that the presidential election had 
been purchased, 

It had been charged that $16,000,000 had

Property owners promised their enthusi- 
astic'support of the whole project, which in- 
cludes the widening of Michigan avenue 
north of Randolph street and the building of 
a bascule bridge to Pine street. ag 


Fort Dearborn Memorial Bridge. 
President W. W. Tracy of the Lincoln park 
board suggested that the scheme might be 
labeled the “Fort Dearborn Memorial 
Bridge Plan” for purposes of identification, 
as he believed that the proposed bridge 
across the river leading from the site of the 


old fort to the site of the Kinzie homestead 


might well be made its central feature. He 
added that the complete success of the whole 

provement would entail the removal of the 
street railway tracks from Michigan avenue 
south of Randolph street. 

“The principality of Michigan avenue,” as 
the business portion of the thoroughfare 
from the river to the public library has been 
called, furnished the best evidence yesterday 
of the need for an immediate change in its 
own-condition. Passage, either way, “ afoot 
or.a horseback,’’ in automobiles or in car- 
riages, was at times impossible. A sure 
footed pack mule or a mountain goat could 
have made headway in the narrow, tortuous 
pathway left for traffic, but Chicago pedes- 
triaus and drivers seemed to find it more 
than usually difficult to force their way 
through. 

Drays and nose bagged horses filled up 
four-fifths of the roadway, leaving a meager 
one-fifth for vehicles. As this one-fifth is 
paved partly with granite blocks and partly 


with holes, travel of all kinds had a pre- 


carious time. 

“i've often wondered,” said Richard H. 
$euthgate of the Auditorium hotels, “ why 
north siders so long have’ been content to 
pass through the worst part of the city in 
order to get to the best part of it. As prop- 
erty owners in the south park district our 
@mpany would be called upon to bear its 
shire of the cost of constructing a dignified, 
permanent driveway cofinecting the north 
“ south sides, and I am sure we would 

e giad to do it. The subway scheme is a 
poor makeshift; the outer boulevard is not 
due for ten years; the plan outlined in Tux 
TRIBUNE today is the only feasible one, and 
is the best from all points of view.” 


Street Car Tracks Must Go. 

In speaking of the street car tracks in 
Michigan avenue President Tracy called at- 
tention to the incongruity of having these 
adjuncts of a “ business street’”’ on a sec- 
Won of the city’s noblest stretch of boulevard. 

“I think all these tracks must come up,”’ 
said Mr. Tracy, ‘‘ because the broadening and. 
dignifying of Michigan avenue must not stop 
abruptly at Randolph street. The traction 
company should be given some other com- 
pensating location for its rails, although I 
‘™ afraid the rearranging of the downtown 
loops will be a difficult th.ng. But street cars 
are out of place on a fine driveway.” : 

“The Lincoln park board,’’ he went on, 


“is willing to confer with the south park | 


commissioners on the matter of early action, 
but our district cannot be expected to pay 
half the expense of the improvement. The 
north side will not receive any such benefit 
as the south side will, and our board will not 
have so much money as the south siders. I 
Gan say positively that we can take care of 
the cost of the bridge to the middle of the 
river. Beyond that it seems to me that the 
expense should be borne by the other park 
district, which includes all the business 
heart of the city and has so much more val- 
uable taxing area.” 


Conference Can Divide Cost: 

President H. G. Foreman of the South Park 
board did not make any definite plan as to 
the division of the cost of doing the work and 
expressed his belief that this matter could 
be clearednip at a conference between repre- 
sentatives of the two park districts. 

“We can’t do any bargaining at long dis- 
tance,”’ he said, ‘“‘and I think it would be

Itis likely when the matter is 
adjusted a modern bascule bridge and the 
widening of Michigan avenue north of Ran- 
dolph street will be found the most practical 
Solution of the problem.”

Senator 
Hale says it will not surprise him if the 
events of the Russo-Japanese war demon- 
strate that the United States has made a 
bad investment in expending $150,000,000 
on battleships. The navy men do not agree 
with him. 

A Russian newspaper says the old days of 
the Russian navy were “ marked by a mud- 
dle of carelessness and inefficiency,” and 
that the mishaps in the Pacific teach the 
need of a reform of the personnel, The 
torpedo in the hands of the Japanese has 
scored against battleships handled by a 
eareless and inefficient adversary. It does 
not follow that a more skillful and vigilant 
opponent would have been harmed. 

It cannot be denied that battleships may 
sink if fairly hit by a torpedo or they may 
be partly disabled by unforeseen accidents, 
such as have recently happened on American 
vessels. But if Admiral Togo had had no 
battleships but only cruisers to convoy his 


torpedo boat fleet he would not have ven- 


tured to patroi the seas near Port Arthur as 
he has done. He would have been more 
likely to hold his torpedo boats for the de- 
fense of Japanese harbors against the seven 
Russian battleships, which would have 
swept and controlled the Japan sea, the 
Yellow sea, and the Corean strait, and would 
have made it impossible for a single Japa- 


‘nese transport to land troops on the main-

: For it is understood that Ferdinand has 
cencluded this treaty with the full ap- 
proval and consent of the so-called Mace- 
donian committees and of those who have 
until now been the moving spirits in all the 
disturbances in Macedonia. Their visits to 
Vienna, to Berlin, to St. Petersburg, Paris, 
and London have had the salutary effect of 
convincing them that any further dis- 
turbances in Macedonia would lead to the 
eccupation. of their country, not by Bul- 
garia but by Russia and Austria, which is 


about the last thing which they would wish. 


Indeed, the Macedonians are as little anxious 
to see their province in the hands of either 
the & or of the Austrians, or of both, 
as the Turks, and so the Macedonian 
leaders have concluded together with Prince 
Ferdinand and the Ottoman government 
that it is best to leave matters as they are 
lest worse should befall them in the shape 
of a Russo-Austrian occupation of Mace- 
donia.

estates belonging thereto on the plea that her 
child had been born during a wedlock with 
her husband never dissolved by law and that 
he had never repudiated the paternity of the 
child. The: case was brought into court. 
But when the evidence taken during the di- 
vorce proceedings of the late duke of Marl- 


+ borough was produced, showing that the 
-duke had admitted to the French authorities 


his paternity of the child, a decision was 
given against the widowed countess, both as 
regards the property and the earldom, both 
of which were declared to be vested in her 
husband's brother, the present Lord Ayles- 
ford, it likewise being determined that her 
boy had never had any right either to the 
title of Lord Guernsey or to that of Lord 
Aylesford. 


When the late duke of Marlborough died 


a half brother, therefore, of the present duke 
of Marlborough. ‘The young fellow’s mother, 


_Edith countess of Aylesford, a remarkably 


pretty woman, sister of Gen. Owen Williams 
and of the now widowed duchess of Welling- 
ton, died a few years ago, leaving in addition 
to this boy two daughters, Lady Hilda Mur- 
ray and Lady Alexandra, concerning whose 
legitimacy no question has ever been ratsed, 
Lady Alexandra being a goddaughter of the 
present queen. 

The present Lord Aylesford makes his home 
at Packington hall, situated on the outskirts 
of the forest of Arden, so familiar to every 
lover of Shakspeare. Indeed, the herd of 
black deer that roam in the park are the 
descendants, of those concerning which 
Shakspeare wrote in ‘‘ As You Like It,”’ and 
there is much in the surrounding country to 
recall both the famous bard and Elizabethan 
times. The earl is lord warden of the Wood- 
men of Arden, the most ancient society of 
archers in England, managed to amass a 
good deal of money as a brewer at the time 
when his elder brother Joe was making 
ducks and drakes of his ancestral posses- 
sions, and acquired in addition thereto a 
couple of fair sized fortunes, the one by his 
marriage to a daughter of Lord Bagot, which 
made him a brother-in-law of Hamar Bass, 
while his present wife is likewise a rich 
woman, possessing a considerable amount of 
property in Ireland, which will eventually 
pass to her son, Lord Guernsey. 

Though popular in society, Lord Aylesford 
is not in the good graces of either the king 
or queen, who resent the manner in which 
he forced into bankruptcy the younger broth- 
er of Lord Knollys and the late Bar! Poulett, 
who, at the solicitation of the king, had con- 
sented to act as trustee of the Aylesford 
estate when “ Joey ’’ got into trouble, and 
whom the present earl sued for the sums 
which they had paid under a misapprehen- 
sion towards the support and maintenance 
of his elder brother.

The directors will tall, action early in 
on the recommendationpf the grain commi 
tee the committee @ other inpection for, 
the establishment of ac tment of official 
sampling and inspectiomvith one responsible 
heall, The following shtement has been is* 
sued by the two committees jointly, stating 
in brief the reasons fotthe proposed change 
and the-benefits to tederived from it. 
“The sampling and fi tion of grain in 
this market by varioug ficial samplers, act- 
ing independently, is or less ungatisf 
tory, not however o to any inefficiency 
or disqualification of ‘he official samplers 
themselves, but to anjitter absence of sys- 
tem or of concerted gtion as to rules or 
methods to be observ# in sampling grain. 
In view of such conditipeit would seem that 
there could be no doubiés to the desirability 
of inaugurating a systm based on strictly 
business principles forthe official and eco- 
nomical sampling of grin and of holding the 
head of ‘the proposed gain sampling depart- 
ment responsible for astrict and impartial 
performance of the duigs of his office. The 
establishment of suclia department under 
the direct supervision @ the grain commit- 
tee of the board wouldplace official samples 
above and beyond the jifluence of individual 
interests, and by cerflal codperation with 
the state grain inspecion maintain a uni- 
form and proper standrd for all grades of 
grain. This could ng be otherwise than 
signally beneficial to aj interests concerned 
and would raise the shndard and increase 
the reliability of grak inspection in this 
market. Certificates igued by a department 
so established and contplled would be recog- 
nized as authoritativeand reliable by the 
trade, both in foreign domestic markets, 
In the formation or inistration of this 
epartment it is not Gsigned to deprive the 
uyer of any of his gehts to examine the 
grain which he purc or of delegating 
that right to any in@idual or ‘unofficial 
sampler that he mayselect, but it is not 
proposed to give offal sanction :to any 
certificates of grain agnples not issued by 
the proposed grain simpling department 
under the supervision ¢ the grain commit- 
tee of the board.”

OF AGREEMENT FAVORS 


Both Missouri River Cities Put on the 
Same Plane ana the St. Louis Differ- 
ential Reduced from & to 3 Cents—A 
New Difficulty Is Found, However, 


im Tariffs from lowa Points — Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Tries Innova- 


tiom in Lighting Berths. 


The grain rate war from Missouri river 
points to Chicago practically was brought 
to a close yesterday by changing the basis 
heretofore proposed so as to make the rates 
from Omaha the same as from Kansas City. 

Prior. to the war the rates always had 
been 2 cents a 100 pounds higher from 
Omaha to Chicago than from Kansas City, 
and the proposition was to maintain this 
difference by making the rate on wheat from 
Kansas City to Chicago 12 cents and from 
Omaha 14 cents. The Northwestern would 
not consent to a higher rate from Omaha, 
and consequently the roads agreed to apply 
the 12 cent rate from Omaha as well as from 
Kansas City. This action will help the 
Omaha grain interests, who for years have 
placed on an equality 


with Kansas City.

rates a- reduction of about 30 per cent will 
have to be made from most of the important 
Iowa points.

Weather Last Week Reported Unfa- 
vorable Both for Farm Work 
and Plant Growth.

From the west gulf coast northwestward to the 
middie Rocky mountain slope the temperature con- 
ditions were generally favorable, but eleswhere the 
week was much too cool for germination and 
growth. Heavy rains in the lower Missouri valley 
and portions of the spring wheat region interrupted 
work, while the drought conditions in the middle 


and south Atlantic and gulf states generally have 


increased. 
East of the Mississippi river no corn has been 
planted north of the Ohio river, nor has planting 
begun in lowa and Nebraska, except in the south- 
west part of the last named state. In the southern 
states corn has suffered from cold weather and is 


 gmall with irregular stands. 


Favorable reports respecting winter wheat are 
received from Nebraska and Kansas, except the 


extreme western portion of the latter state. In 
_ Missouri the crop has made slow growth, and in the 
States eastward of the Mississippi river the out- 


look is less favorable than previously reported. A 
lerge acreage in Indiana is being devoted to other 
crops. On the Pacific coast winter wheat has ex- 


_ perienced a general improvement and is growing 


rapidly in Oregon and Washington. 
Over the northern portion of the spring wheat 


 Yegion practically no sdeding has been done, and in 


North Dakota, where about one-half the crop was 
sown at this time last year, most of the lowlands 


 @re flooded, and with favorable weather cannot 


be worked for one to two weeks. Seeding is gen- 
— well advanced over the southern portion,

Dakota and Iowa. In Washington and Oregon 
seeding continues and the early corn is germinating 
end growing nicely.

The burning of the Victor talking machine plant 
developed thé fact that the fire department of se 
fen, N. J., lacks proper organization. It is reported 
that a delay of fifteen minutes oceurred after the 
arrival of the apparatus before a stream was 4i- 
rected upon the . By that time.the fire had 
gained such, headway as to alarm the department 
chief, who made a call upon Philadelphia for as- 
sistance. Two steamers and a fireboat responded, 
and in a short time, under the more skillful direc- 
tion of the Philadelphia firemen, the flames were 
subdued, but not before the plant generally was 
seriously damaged.

Boston, Mass., April 26.—[{Special.]—At a meet- 
ing of the Boston beard today the special commit- 
tee appointed for a revision of the present com- 
mission rules made its preliminary report.

The recommenda- 
tions which the board will be asked to adopt pro- 
vide fcr the establishment of a forfeit fund by 
both board members and brokers. The committee 
also suggests @ system to the board for approval 
for all printed forms.

facie evidence of guilt unless the accused proves |

AMAZED AT SCHOOL NAMES 


KEEPERS HONORED. 


Wants Change Made at Once, Fearing 


Morals of Children Will Suffer if 
Liquor Business Is Thus Held Up Be- 


fore Them—Motion to Be Made at 


Meeting of the Board Tonight for 
Chiseling New Titles on the Build- 
ings. 


The names of saloonkeepers will be 
chiseled from the fronts of certain of the 
public school buildings and names of the 
style of Copernicus will be carved into the 
stone, if a resolution;which has been pre- 
pared by one of the school trustees is 
adopted by the board of education. 

The resolution probably will be introduced 
tonight and its author declares that it will 
be adopted by a unanimous vote. The reso- 
lution will call on the special committee on 
the naming of schools to ascertain what 
schools have been named after. saloonkeep- 
ers, living or dead, and then to find new 
names for them. en 

The plan to divest the salognkeepers of 
the honors which long ago wekte bestowed 
upon them by the trustees of rural school 
districts prior to their annexation is the re- 
sult of the controversy over the naming of 
a school after Copernicus. At that time at- 
tention was called to the fact that many of 
the schools had been misnamed. One of the 
trustees since then has carried on @ secret 
investigation and proposes to announce at. 
the board meeting that at least three of the 


public schools of Chicago bear the names of 


saloonkeepers.
